UNENDING CRASH 


German Shells Make Furnace 
of Novogeorgievsk. 


Thousands of Russians Taken 


by the Invaders. 


Munitions Abandoned by the 
Army of the Czar,

NOVOGEORGIEVSK (Russia) 
Aug. 20, midnight (by courier to 
Warsaw and by military telegraph to 
Berlin.) — The fortreas of Novogeor- 
gievsk is a roaring furnace. The ham- 
lets around the forts are bedded with 
live coals, and the barracks, chapel, 
bakehouses and armory buildings, 
stretched along the heights 100 feet 
above the waters of the Narew and 
the Vistula, are in flames. 

The fire has reached the munition 
Chambers, and the stores which the 
Russians could neither move nor de- 
stroy are exploding in ceaseless vol- 
leys. Bullets are thrown 100 feet 
from the windows by these explosions 
and come gwishing and pattering 
down among the trees by the river 
side like a halistorm. 

The fire is raging for blocks be- 
hind the walls seven feet thick and 
the chill night wind is driving the 
names steadily forward and is forc- 
ing them in crimson streams through 
the sally ports, v and chim. 


Already some of the walls have be- 
gun to melt and are sinking slowly 
into the craters created by the fire 
of the Austrian 30%-centimeter mo- 
tor batteries. The glare lights up the 
plain for miles around, and the pris- 
oners streaming slowly across it a 
dozen roads turn slowly in their weary 
march to catch glimpses of the most 
terrific spectacle this war has brought. 

Now the fire la breaking from the 
barracks and administration buildings 
on the other side of the river. On 
this side flames are moving along with 
jumps from the topmost windows of 
the six-story armory on the cliff. 

ROAR A CEASELESS CRASH. 


The roar of the explosives no longer 
comes in volleys, but in a ceaseless 
crash. Gratings constructed of iron 
bars as thick as a man’s arm are melit- 
ing and falling inward to the depths 
of this fortress furnace. 

The walle are so thick that there 
are still some fiigh-vaulted passage 
ways cool enough to enable one to go 
through them and thus reach the in- 
side of the fortress, 

Taking one of these gea 1 
penetrated to the great paved court 
before the garrison chureh, the gild- 
ing of which catches the glow of the 
flames leaping from the powder vaults 
and casemates. 

Just before the chapel Nes a dead 
Russian soldier. Somebody has had 
the time mercifully to throw a coat 
over * face, but in the glare his out- 
sptea hands show gteenish white 
against the cobble pavement. He lies 
here all alone, forgotten, and unbur- 
led, but never had a man a more 
heroic funeral pyre, and the m- 
peror brought his hand to the salute 
when he passed the body. 

GERMANS POUR INTO CITY. 

Some larntistrum are pouring into 
the court now carrying trusses 
straw to bed themeelves in the chapel 
for the night.

NO ACTIVITIES 
ON BRITISH FRONT.

LONDON, Aug. 30, 10:50 p.m.—A 
report from Field Marshal Str John 
French, commander-in-chief of the 
Pritish army in the field, was given 
out by the British War Office tonight 
as follows: 

“Since my last communication of 
August 18 there has been no fighting 
on our front to record.

WASHINGTON, Aug. %0.—Preas

The Chancellor sald that if it was

So far as officials know, that 
su who attacked 
the Arabic has not yet re to 


Berlin. Until this report been 
awaited for a reasonable time, the 
Washington government does not en- 
pect the promised formal communica- 
tion from the imperial government. 
One dispatch reached the State De- 
partment today from Ambassador 
Gerard, but Secretary Lansing said it 
threw no new light on the situation. 

In German quarters tonight it was 
said that Count Von Bernstorff prob- 
ably would return to Washington from 
Long Island Thursdays. ig was con- 
strued to mean that the Ambassador 
looked for action by his government 
about that time

In a statement made by Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Holiweg, the German Im- 
perial Chancellor, on August 25, he 
declared that the circumstances sur- 
rounding the sinking of the Arabie 
had not been fully cleared up, as no 
report regarding it had been received, 
and that it was not even known 
whether a mine or a torpedo from a 
German underwater c eank the 
Arabic, or whether the liner might not 
have justified by her actions drastic 
proceedings by the submarine’s eom- 
mander. The Chancellor added: 

“Only after ell these circumstances 
have been cleared up will it be pos- 
sible to say whether the commander 
of one of our submarines went be- 
yond his inetructions, in which case 
the imperial government would not 
hesitate to give such complete satis- 
faction to the United States as would 
eonform to the friendly relations 
existing between both cuovernments”

COL. THOMPSON NEW HEAD OF 
THE NAVY LEAGUE. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Col. Robert 
M. Thompson was elected president of 
the Navy League of the United States 
by the board of directors here today 
to succeed Gen. Horace Porter. who 
declined re-election. Gen. Porter has 
been president of the organization 
since 1906 and on his refusal to serve 
further in that office he was named 
as honorary president. 

Arthur R. Lambert of e. Lauts. 
president of the St. Louis Aero Club. 
and Henry B. Jay of Detroit, Mien. 
‘were elected second and third vice- 
presidents, respectively, these being 
newly created offices. 

A number of plans for a continua- 
tion of the league's efforts to obtain 
from Congress, legislation for a larger 
navy were adopted by the directors, 
although their nature was not dis- 
closed. A report submitted by Arthur 
M. Dadman, the secretary. stated that 
the league’s campaign to arouse senti- 
ment for an Increased navy had deen 
conducted in twenty-one States with 
marked results. 

AS TO ADVICE. 

The league’s board of directors 
adopted a report of its Committee on 
Legisiation, recommending that Con- 
grees “give the same consideration to 
the advice of the General Board of 
the Navy in planning national defense 
as it gave to the advice of the com- 
mittee of engineers that recommended 
policies for the Isthmian Canal.” 

The necessity of a cotuncil of na- 
tional defense to bring together the 
chief executive officers, the chairmen 
of the Congressional committees and 
all the experts dealing with naval and 
military affaires also Was urged. 

The committee proposed a naval re- 
serve of 60,000 men to be formed by 
the enlistment of men honorably dis- 
charged from the navy and by sea- 
men of the merchant marine. A 
strong merchant marine for foreign 
trade was declared in the report to be 
“indispensable to a well proportioned 
and adequate navy.”

PAUD ARMSTRONG DEAD. 


Playwright and Former Captain of 
Lake Steamers is a Victim of Heart 


Disease. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Paul Arm- 
strong, the playwright, died suddenly 
at his home here tonight of heart 
disease. He was 46 years old. Mr. 
Armstrong was one of the prominent 
figures of the American stage during 
the last ten years. He wrote a num- 
ber of popular plays and colloborated 
in other productions. He was born 
in Kidder, Mo., and for five years be- 
fore he -began writing plays he was 
captain of Great Lake steamers. 

Mr. Armstrong was stricken while 
riding in an automobile with his wife 
and son, whom he had met et a rail- 
way station on their return here to- 
day from Baltimore. He died shortly 
after reaching his home. 

After he had retired from the life 
of a master of steam vessels Mr. Arm- 
strong became a newspaper man. His 
efforta were especially devoted to 
sports. 

In his desire to get dirst-hand in- 
formation of crooks Mr. Armstrong 
persuaded Judge Otto Rosalsky in 
1911 to “lend” him a burglar who 
was up for sentence. The burglar 
was paroled and Mr. Armstrong got 
him a minor position in a vaudeville 
sketch.

DENVER, Aug. 30.—The investi- 
gation of charges against Adjt.-Gen.

George A. Carison, after 
two witnesses had defied its authority 
and refused to answer questions, asked 
Atty.-Gen. Fred Farrar for an opin- 
don as to its legal status and pow- 
ers.

The court contemplated the issuance 
of a body judgment for his arrest on 

of contempt, but delayed ac- 
tion until certain of its rights. 

Then, late today, former Capt. 
Philip S. Vancise, who commanded 
the famous “college company” in 
the strike zone in 1913-14, and who 
later was the leader of the anti-

Great Britain to Relax Her 
Order in Council. 


Shipments from Neutral 
Ports will be Allowed. 


Millions of Dollars in Mer- 
chandise Involved. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON (D. C.) Aug. 30.— 
Assurances that Great Britain will re- 
lax the enforcement of her Order in 
Council so as to permit shipments 
from neutral ports of German and 
Austrian goods contracted for by 
Americans prior to the effective date 
of the order, was given the State De- 
partment today by Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British Ambassador. 

The Ambassador explained that ar- 
rangements would be made for ac- 
cepting proofs of reports at the Em- 

here instead of requiring its 
production in London. Details of the 
Dian will be given later in a memoran- 
dum from the London Foreign Office. 
Officials are hopeful that it will make 
possible the release of millions of dol- 
lars worth of American-owned goods 
of German or Austrian origin, accu- 
mulated at neutral European ports, 
particularily Rotterdam. 

The foreign trade advisers of the 
State Department have been making 
vigorous informal representations re- 
cently in behalf of American importers 
generally and have complained that 
while their efforts to secure the re- 
lease of goods had been in vain, pri- 
vate interests in Great Britain were 
getting permits for certain shipments. 

Prior to June 15 the British gov- 
ernment, through informal negotia- 
tions with the foreign trade advisers, 
had agreed not to interfere with ship- 
ments from neutral ports on the pro- 
duction of proof that the goods had 
actually been paid for by Americans 
before last March, when the Order in 
Council went into effect. 

After the British Ambassador called 
at the department. a cablegram ar- 
rived from Consul-General Skinner at 
London, announcing that some of the 
restrictions on neutral commerce were 
to be removed. No formal statement 
on the subject was given out by the 
department. 

All of the negotiations in behalf of 
importers are purely unofficial in 
character and have no connection with 
the formal note soon to be dispatched 
to Great Britain by the American 
government protesting against inter- 
ference with neutral commerce.

NO TRACE OF MAROWIJINE. 


Steamer that Disappeared During 
the Galveston Storm is Not on Cos

The message from the Coppename 
was the first direct word received by 
the United Fruit Company here of the 
investigation.

Wreckage picked up in the gulf 
and brought into port tonight by the 
United Fruit liner Suriname is de- 
Heved by marine men to be debris 
from the liner Marowltjne, supposed 
to have been lost at sea two weeks 
ago. Several pieves of timber, appar- 
ently from the superstructure of a 
steamer; a paint cabinet such as the 
Marowijne is known to have 
aboard, and an empty gasoline drum 
were among the objects found.

OAKLAND, Aug. de. — Before the 
eanitary and police section of the 
American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion which opened its fifty-first con- 
vention in this city today, Dr. John R. 
Mohler, assistant chief of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Industry at Washing 
ton, stated that certain critics are at- 
tacking the bureau for ita foot and 
mouth campaign as it did zn he la- 
mented salmon years ago in tubecu- 
losia control.” “Were these criticisms 
to be heeded,” said Dr. Mohler, “Inot 
and mouth disease would unquestion- 
ably be saddled upon the country to- 
morrow as tuberculosig is today.” 

He stated that one out of every six 
cases of foot and mouth ‘infections 


were brought about by virus carried 


upon the shoes, clothing or bodies of 
persons. He bases thie fact as an argu- 
ment for maintaining an armed 
guard on quarantined premises. 

“That this disease may be con- 
trolled admits of no argument there- 
fore differences of opinion hinge sole- 
ly upon the methods to be adopted,” 
said the epeaker, 

“The methods of eradication ap- 
plicable to foot and mouth disease in- 
clude, first, Immunization: second, 
quarantine and dinsinfection: third, 
siaughter and disinfection. The con- 
sensus of opinion of all tis that In a 
localit! where it is possible to control 
the disease by slaughter, this meth d 
whould be given preference over all 
others.”

ORTLAND (or.) Aug. 30.—With 
more than thirty separate forest 
fires burning in Oregon and 

southern parts of Washington. citi- 
tens of LaGrande, Ore., today appealed 
to Gov. Withycombe of Oregon, ask- 
ing him to place @ temporary ban on 
hunting. 

The menacing timber fires have 
broken out In a hozen places in Un- 
ion and Wallowa counties, Oregon. and 
by some it is believed hunters are 
responsible. The situation, however. 
at no time has compared in serious- 
ness with former years. A alight 
precipitation has lessened the dan-ers 
in some places and now only ‘our 


fires are giving serious trouble in 

om the Grand district in 
Eastern Oregon, however. the report 
comes that of a dozen fires only one 
is under control there. An area six 
miles long has been burned over on 
the Union county side of the Wal- 
lowa River. 

Of the fires in the Portland district 
only four are serious, one at the head 
waters of the White Salmon River. 
one in Crater National Forest near 
Butte Falls and at Shellrock Creek 
and the Salmon River in the Mcunt 


* Hood district. The Butte fire. which 


is in Southern Oregon, is threatening. 


FIRES IN IDAHO.

WHAT A WITNESS SAW. 


J. R. Knoxzon was an eyewitness to 
the wreck.

Knoxon went into the mud of the 
slough and called upon a dozen by- 
etanders, who had gathered, for as- 
sistance, Only one desponded, the 
others giving various reasons for not 
plunging into the slough. A few min- 
utes after the accident a Pacific Elec- 
tric San Pedro car crew arrived, and 
between Knoxon and the street car 
men the auto was raised from the 
bodies, and Mrs. Holmes, the younger, 
Was taken from the mud. 

The ambulance of J. J. Mottell was 
first at the scene of the accident. Three 
of the occupants of the machine were 
dead, acording to Mr. Mottell, be- 
fore the ambulance arrived. Craig 
lived about five minutes. A four-inch 
square post went completely through 
hie abdomen. The body of the driver 
was taken to the Mottell parlors, end 
the other three to the undertaking 
rooms of Holton & Son.

Supervisors Name Engineer 
After Hot Session.

Harnessing of Streams. 


Appointee Opposed Plan of 
Former County Board. . 


Initial steps for the control of South- 
land streams were taken yesterday by 
the Board of Supervisors in appoint- 
ing James W. Reagan engineer of 
the Los Angeles county flood control 
district at a salary of $3000 a year. 

Under resolutions drafted by Super- 
visor Hamilton, Efigineer Reagan is 
instructed to investigate and submit

The appointment of Engineer Rea- 
gan was the climax to a superheated 
meeting, in which personalities were 
so freely thrown about that Super- 
visor Norton the gallery by 


more business. 

As a member of the recently-dis- 
solved County Board 
fiood control, Engineer 
mitted a minority report to the Board 
of Supervisors, in which he attacked 
the scheme to divert the Los Angeles 
River from the harbor to Alamitos 
Bay through the medium of a dam at 
Dominguez junction and an outfall 
channel. Instead, he suggested that 
the waters of the Los Angeles River 
be thrown into the channel of the 
San Gabriel River and the combined 
flow carried to Alamitos Bay through 
a dredged channel across the Clear- 
water divide. 

The submission of this minority re- 
port elicited the censure of both 
Chairman Pridham of the Board of 
Supervisors and Supervisor Woodley, 
the head of the flood control commit- 
tee. In the balloting yesterday they 
maintained a solid front of opposition 
to the appointment of Mr. Reagan. 

Supervisor Hamilton captained the 
proponents of Mr. Reagan, who in- 
cluded Supervisors Hinshaw and Nor- 
ton. In spite of the opposition to Mr. 

no other name was submitted 

for consideration as engineer. 

PREVIOUS WORK. 
Engineer Reagan was connected 
with the Harriman lines many years 
in a confidential capacity. During 
eight of these years he was directly 
under Col. Epes Randolph. president 
of the Southern Pacific of Mexico, and 
an engineer of international note. Two 
letters in which Col. Randolph warm- 
ly commended the attainments of Mr. 
Reagan were read by Supervisor 


on the subject are 
sound,” said Col. Randolph, referring 
to Mr. Reagan and the county’s flood 
control probleme, with which he is 
acquainted.

FROM THE OIL. 


Drastic New Petroleum Law 
is Explained. 


Operators Hold Conference 
with Supervisor, 


Check to Mewes of Fleets 
Paralyzing Field, 


The practical application of the re- 
cently enacted law regulating the 
drilling and maintenance of petro- 
leum and gas wells throughout the 
State was discussed by State Ou and 


about sixty ofl men representing the 
larger oll and gas producing com- 
panies of the district yesterday after- 
noon in the Byllard Building. 

The new law, which went into t- 
fect the 9th inst., was drafted by the 
State Mining Bureau in response to 
appeals from numerous operators who 
stated that if speedy action was not 
taken, the oll flelds of the State were 
in danger of becoming flooded with 
water, causing a partial paralysis of 
the Industry. 


In Texas and in the oll fields of 
other States damage beyond estimate 
has resulted from owners of wells 
neglecting to properly shut off aban- 
doned wells and to prevent water 
from wells in operation from seeping

clear that while the law provides 
drastic measures in meeting the ques- 
tion it is the aim of the officials to 
work hand in hand with the producer 
and eliminate “red tape” and official- 
dom. A reasonable compliance with 
the new law will be required, but the 
main object is te secure protection 
for the of] fields and not te impose 
numerous useless conditions and re- 
strictions where none are needed. 

To handle the subject, the depart- 
ment of petroleum and gas has been 
created under the supervision of the 
State Mining Bureau. At the head of 
the new department is the supervisor, 
appointed for four years at a sa of 
$4500 per year. Not less than four 
deputies, to be appointed by the su- 
pervisor, are provided for. 

The oll operators will be fred 
to furnish the department with de- 
tailed records monthly of o 
of wells, including the number op- 
erated and the amount and gravity of 
ol! produced. A minimum penalty of 
$100 fine is provided for failure to 
comply with the provision. The re- 
ports are to be confidential and may 


The new law provides that al! 
wells shall have metal casing, which 
shall effectually prevent water from 
entering the field. The provision ap- 
plies to all wells in operation and all 
wells which may be drilled in the 
‘future. 

Before starting to drill or redril! a 
well, written notice must be furnishe4 
the department giving details of the 
During the drilling 
a record of the work shall be kept and 
information ven the department 
from time to time as requested. Five 
days’ notice must be furnished before 
shutting off the water in any such 
well and the deputies are charged 
with being present at the test for 
shut-off. 

Provision’ is made in the statute 

ts be levied on all oil 
roductive and non- 
productive, and the fund 80 levied be 
used in carrying on the work of the 
department and for providing an 
emergency fund of from $5000 to 
$25,000 m each of the territories un- 
der the direction of a deputy. The 
latter fund to be used in making nec- 
essary repairs, where the owner re- 
fuses to do the work. The cost of the 
work done then becomes a lien on 
the property. 

Gas wells, in a 4istrict where there 
are no petroleum wells, are not to be 
assessed, and non-productive but on- 
bearing land may not be assessed for 
more than 16 per cent. of the total 
asseasment levied for the support of 
the department. The rate of assess- 
ment is to be determined by the State 
board of control. A tax per barrel on 
all off products will be levied 
and paid into the State treasury. The 
brunt of the expense of the depart- 
ment will be met by the latter tax. 

A genera] discussion of the sub- 
ject followed a few brief remarks by 
Supervisor McLaughiin and practical. 
ly all present agreed that the law was 
an excellent one. No difficulty is ex- 
pected to follow the operation of the 


law. 

Mr. McLaughlin is a practical ofl 
man, having been in the employ of the 
Associated On Company for several 
years as an expert and has been in 
the employ of the State Mining Bu- 
reau for the past three years.

O VICTORIES FOR THE PROPLE 

Until international war is branded by 
every people as wholesale fracture of 
the Sixth Commandment, and supremacy 
through explosives is held as abominable 
as domestic anarchy, democratic principles 
will never take universal root; the dream 
of a republican Europe will never be real- 
ized. For from trial by force will inevita- 
bly emerge the Man on Horseback, the 
popular hero that finally fixes despotism 
on the children of his worshipers. 

Intense hero worship is the enemy of 
popular liberty. The saving sense of humor 
guarantees the people of the United States 
against one-man rule. We shall never suf- 
fer from a royal house of Roosevelt. 

Some commentators profess to see after 
the war, when the disgust for the slaughter 
and the loss of it goes uncensored, a spread 
of democracy throughout Europe. The 
aftermath of the first French revolution 
points to a different conclusion. Trial by 
blood-letting doesn’t end in popular liberty. 
After the commune came Napoleon; after 
Caesar's victories the Roman Empire. After 
our own Revolutionary War, indeed, came 
popular liberty, because for that cause only 
the war was fought and won. 

But from a war without ideals, such as 
is being waged in Europe, the most dan- 
gerous form of hero worship may ensue, 
the idolatry of the successful professional 
soldier. France, Germany and Russia are 
already developing men on horseback. . 

The Grand Duke Nicholas has already 
such a hold on Russian sentiment that he 
was safe in informing “the great white Czar 
of all the Russias” that if he attempted to 
negotiate a separate peace with Germany 
there would be a new ruler crowned in 
Petrograd. And he added significantly that 
he, the Grand Duke, had the Russian army 
behind him to a man. By a paradox, real 
victory for the Russian people may spring 
from such hopeless defeat and disaster that 
no leader will be left to occupy the vacant 
pedestal’ j 

France is preparing an even more peril- 
ous melting pot for her republic, should 
one of her generals inflict a decisive defeat 
on the forces of the Kajser or by the might 
of the army redeem Alsace and Lorraine. 
Gens. Foch and De Castelmau, both Royal- 
ists, are looming |! in the imagination 
of the French people—was it not the strat- 
egy and valor of Gen. Foch that saved 
Paris from the first dash of the Teutons in 
the battle of the Marne? 

Already the politicians in Paris are at 
loggerheads with the generals at the front— 
civil and military authority are struggling 
silently. Radicals and Socialists are dread- 
ing a decisive victory almost as apprehen- 
sively as a decisive defeat. A too-victorious 
Foch might well be hailed as a second Na- 
poleon. Democracy ig skin deep with many 
French statesmen, and hero worship is the 
life blood of the people. 

France won its republicanism through 
military defeat; she may lose it again 
through military victory. 

And Germany, victorious Germany, with 
the Kaiser dictating peace terms to the 
hosts of his conquered opponents, can any- 
one suppose that more democracy will come 
to the German people from the triumphs 
Will not the Man 
on Horseback be more firmly seated in the 
Baddie? Only if the army its humbled or 
defeated will the talents and virtues of the 
so-called common people be given full play 
and a Germany paramo nt in peaceful arts 
and commerce replace a Prussia holding 
Europe by the sword. | 

Again, should Lord Kitchener, after be 
coming versed in modern warfare, take the 
field himself and by brilliant operations at 
the front become the idol of a victorious 
army, he t turn England's make-believe 
monarchy into a real iron despotism that 
would probably result in revolution and 
anarchy. British labor unions have shown 
they care nothing for the welfare of the 
country either in peace or war. England 
victorious might Rave to face civil war. 
England defeated might discover the real 
cause of her weakness and take steps to 
correct it. 

A successful war of conquest waged by 
the military element is a Pyrrhic victory 
for the people. 


BOYCOTTS JAPAN. 

To create a friendly feeling between a 
highwayman and his victim at the same 
time and permit the robber to retain the 
poll is a task which strains the teachings 
of Christianity and wrecks the maxims of 
Confucius and the precepts of Buddha. In- 
deed in our own high Christian civilization 
the- number of people who do not turn the 
other cheek and who refuses to offer their 
coats to those who have despoiled them of 
thelr cloaks is considerably greater than 
those who abide by the teachings of the 
Sermon on the Mount. 

This tendency of human nature is finding 
illustration in China, where, in despite of 
the pronunciamentos of the Peking 
ernment and the decrees of Sun Yat Sen, 
the people in the Yangtse Valley are sul- 
lenly and unanimously boycotting Japanese 
goods. Their action is not concerted; it is 
individual and spontaneous. The conduct 
of the Tokio government with China left 
behind it a feeling of great bitterness with 
the Chinese people, which has found expres- 
sion in a general boycott, among all classes, 
of anything produced in Japan. 

The Chinese government has apparently 
done everything in its power to prevent 
this boycott, but it has recently issued a 
statement emphasizing the importance of 
developing native industries, and this is 
accepted by the Chinese people ag an inti- 
mation that the decrees of Sun Yat Sen 
against boycotting are to be taken in a 
Pickwickian sense. 

Even if the Peking government were in 
good faith in its apparent endeavors to stop 
the boycott, it is quite impossible to do sa 
Active propaganda of boycotting it may be 
able to suppress, but it is impossible for 


chase goods which they do not want, or to 
oblige them to refrain from exercising lib- 
erty of choice as between a blouse made in 
Yokohama and one manufactured in Shang- 
hal. 

The Japanese merchants and manufac- 
turers who have lost their Chinese trade 
are loud in their disapproval of the action 
of the government of Tokio in dealing with 
the government of Peking. and it is not 
impossible that this may result in an abro- 
gation of the treaty which Japan forced

Our clothes, our deportment, our pleasures, 
our interests and everything that is ours is 
considered a fruitful and just field for petty 
meddling. We have just about as much 
liberty as the private soldier, except that 
the rules for our general deportment are 
far more exacting. There are fussy busy- 
bodies whose whole duty seems to be to 
investigate our mode of living, to butt in on 
our private affairs, to criticise our style of 
hairdressing and our taste in clothes.” 

“I'm sorry for the teacher,” declared an- 
other, “who was seen with a gay party at 
some merry resort. No matter how decor- 
ous her personal behavior, how respectable 
the members of the party, how innocent the 
pastime, she would be sure to find herself 
haled before a court-martial and humiliated 
with the most objectionable insinuations.”

I hear that 
they conscientiously play hookey from these 
dread affairs as often as they dare; that 
they will actually take a portion that can 
be relied upon to bring on a billous attack 
so as to have a alibi. I'm not 
surprised. 

At that meeting the only mothers that 
thought it worth their while to attend were 
the bossy kinds with a deep and abiding 
penchant for teaching other people how 
they ought to conduct themselves. Ostens 
bly to discuss the welfare of the child and 
better methods of instilling wisdom ahd 
mortality, those parent-teacher meetings 
are actually fussy interferences with the 
teacher’s own morals and 

Or else they resolve themselves into a 
cheap third-rate entertainment for idle 
mothers—poor, wretched teachers racking 
their brains for something to amuse and 
appease parents. One teacher will sing a 
dreary song, another will recite a still 
drearier poem, and all of them, will smile 
and pet and smooth with heroic diplomacy, 
knowing that the world holds no more bit- 
ter source of trouble than a peeved parent.

WILLIAM CRANE 
IN HAPPY PLAY. 


Four Stars Sparkle Through 
a Bright Comedy. 


Majestic Rededicated with a 
Rich Production. 


Rewriting of the “Henrietta” 
a Pleasing Success. 


BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK 

When William H. Crane rededicated 
the Majestic Theater last night with 
a quality of art that was a benedic- 
tion Los Angeles as a producing cen- 
ter burst into new flower, for this was 
the premier performance of Bronson 
Howard's famed Henrietta“ of 1878, 
rewritten by Winchell Smith in 1915. 

It was the Van Alstyne of twenty- 
seven years ago, beautifully mellowed 
and enriched, with which Mr. Crane 
so refreshed us that we forgot the 
night was warm. 

Surely in his thirty-eight years as 
a star in the American firmament he 
never shone more brilliantly than last 
night, and I am very sure that he 
never made an audience happier. He 
seems to be reaching the top of him- 
self, and I should say that if he con- 
tinues to improve de will be a great 
actor some ten or twenty years hence. 

Pray heaven America keeps a 
heart young enough and a mind suffi- 
ciently unspoiled to relish his chaste 
humor. 

Like a well of pure water the 
depths of William Crane’s mirth came 
bubbling to the surface, with waters 
clear and sweet, and there is in it a 
quality fit for the healing of life's 
fever. 

As for “The New Henrietta,” it con- 
tains the essence of humor in that it 
leaves no sting. It is not merely 
smart, it does not satirize a country 
or a people, it does not even exalt an 
author, it is only frank and generous, 
laughing with the common foibles of 
all people, confessing the absurdities 
of us all, and then absolving us from 
evil intent. 

It does not bang us over the head 
with anybody's sermons, propaganda 
or supermentalism, but it does con- 
ceal in romance and delightful com- 
edy a lesson so profound that it is 
grandly simple. 

We get its sparkle because it has for 
its motivation a theme of tremendous 
worth and of inspiring vitality. 

Here is what it does in three hours 

laughter and complete enjoyment. 
takes a man with slow speech and 
dull of wit, but who has loyalty, hon- 
esty and goodness of heart, and it 
shows the world’s blindness to these 
qualities of nobility so that the young 
Van Alstyne is held in contempt by 
all those who make his world. No, 
I am wrong, not by all, for the eyes 
of truth—they could see where oth- 
ers failed. There was & 
name was Agnes and she 
Alstyne’s ward. Agnes had the heart 
of a child and the heart of a woman. 
She had the heart of love, too, and 
love understands. Now, can you get 
a bigger lesson than this into any 
play—just common honesty buried a 
little beneath the eurface and the 
whole world treading it under foot, 
so that only love could see that some- 
thing precious was being scorned? 
Oh, the world ts forever holding the 
dearest of all things cheaper than the 
Aust men tread! Don't you remem- 
ber in Rostand’s “Chanticleer” how 
every fool hen in the barn yard breaks 
her neck trying to reach the spot 
where some chick has found a grain 
of corn? 

This is not a treatise on the “higher 
law.” I am supposed to be writing 
about a comedy, and it is delicious
